THE JAPANESE LANGUAGE. 

Change Proposed Under Supervision 
of Specially Appointed Gov- 
ernment Commission. 

The progressive spirit of the 
Japanese is about to show itself 
in a new direction, though success 
in the development of the idea 
may not be immediately accom- 
plished, says the Spokane Spokes 
man. A government commission 
has been appointed to make a re- 
port on the advisability of adopt 
ing Roman characters in the writ 
ten language of Japan, and a 
prominent member of the com 
mission has arrived in the United 
States to pursue inquiries along 
the lines of the proposed change. 

The Japanese language has 
many features that are puzzling 
to all except Ipecial students, and 
now that the kingdom is taking 
its place among the foremost na- 
tions of the world in the various 
arts of war and peace an improve 
ment in this matter is felt to be 
most essential in eonneetion with 
the advances being mude in other 
directions. Chinese characters 
and ideographs have been used 
ever since the introduction of writ- 
ing in Japan, and these have been 
frequently modified and adapted 
to local conditions so that even 
the Chinese do not recognize them. 
Increasing intimacy with the 
outside world calls for a change, 
und it is interesting to note that 
the little brown ]>eople" are as 
'ager to advuuee in civilization us 
to win in war.

Now here is the other side of the 
question from headquarters— a high 
official of the Farmers' association 
writes to a confidential member ask- 
ing for the actual facts relative to 
the situation. We are permitted to 
print the official letter as follows, 
and which may be of interest to our 
Bremen friends: 

Dear Sir: In compliance with 
your request we herewith give you 
a .brief resume of the tobacco situa- 
tion as at present.

40 I. C. train reached t 
>d Buffalo Hill, about 
midway between Gracey and Ceru 
lean Sunday morning, a dead negrc 
was seen lying alongside the track, 
after the train had passed him. The 
conductor's attention was called to 
the body when the train was stopped 
and backed a short distance, the 
conductor and others supposing that 
the man had been killed by that 
train. When the body was exam- 
ined it was found that it had been 
lying there for some time, as th: 
body was stiff and the clothing 
soaked by the rain which fell about 
2 or 3 o'clock Sunday morning. 

The negro was taken to Cerulean 
and the coroner was called up f om 
Cadiz to hold an inquest. The right 
side of the head had a long deep cut 
and the left shoulder was badly 
bruised, looking as if the negro had 
been struck on the head, behind the 
ear by the pilot of the engine with 
such force as to throw him over on 
his shoulders. The coroner's jury 
stated in its verdict that he came to 
death in that way. 
t is supposed that the negro had 
down on the track and gone to 
sleep. The negro's name was Sam 
Melvin, but better known as Sam 
Winston. He was one of the sec- 
tion hands between Gracey and Ce- 
rulean, but Friday and Saturday 
had worked for Mr.John Thurmond, 
who paid him $2.40 when he quit 
work.

Feather Pulling.

Fresh green bone fed 
regularly will be superior to any 
substitute offered.— Inland Farmer.

When a 
has hens that are plucking feathers, 
he has also one well littered scratch 
ing shed. A busy hen, nor a busy 
man or woman is never doing devil- 
ment. It is the idle ones that do i^ 
When a man confides hens, denies 
them exercise and natural food, they 
ought to pluck feathers, and if they 
could and would, plu k all the hair 
off his pate. The fresh green bone 
is good for hens, no matter whether 
they are or are not plucking feath- 
ers, but the sally meat rind— well, 
that is a pretty good suggestion 
when made by a cronic chicken paper 
scribber in an agricultural paper. It 
will do no good, but will do very 
much less harm than lots they 
Have a scratching shed, litter it 
deep, feed all grain in it, supply 
your hens witn forage and some ani- 
mal food when all that is done right 
you will not have a hen that will 
pluck feathers from her neighbor. 
Southern Poultry Journal. 

Hailstones and Eggs. 

There is some strange relation be- 
tween hailstorms and poultry, or be- 
tween hailstones and eggs, that fas- 
cinates mankind. The hailstone may 
be dodged, the egg should be dodged, 
but the comparison between hail- 
stones and eggs never can be dodged. 
It is impossible to get away from it. 
Whenever there is a hailstorm, when 
tender plants are cut to death and 
window glass is shivered, the hail- 
stones are always the size of hens' 
eggs. Nobody ever heard of a hail- 
stone the size of baseballs, walnuts 
potatoes, or the size of maca- 
dam rock, golf balls or potatoes, or 
the fist, but ever and always the size 
of eggs. Yet eggs vary in size. 

No chicken fancier would think of 
pointing to a cackling hen and say- 
'She lays eggs as big as hail- 
stones." 

There really should be nocompari- 
n between hailstones and eggs. A 
shower of hailstones may be de- 
tructive, but a shower of eggs is 
apt to be a work of ill nature. A 
>r of hailstones may be de- 
structive, but a shower of eggs is 
positviely insanity. The longer a 
hailstone stays on earth the more in- 
conspicuous it becomes, while the 
longer an egg stays on earth the 
more convinced we are that it is 
here.— From the Washington Star.

uncertain peace which dates from the 
"last warlike act," other "last ones" 
looming on th« horlsop. Neutral na- 
tions, though not so vitally concerned 
as the belligerents, yet have recognized 
commercial Interests. "The theory of 
neutrality is that the stranger to tb> 
contest takes no part whatever In it, am 
prevents its subjects, directly or Indi- 
rectly, so far as possible, from aiding 
either belligerent. Nor should It al 
low Us ports to be used as a basis fot 
hostile operations, supply station's, or 
ports of shelter. A neutral may, how 
ever, trade with either belligerent or 
both. In all articles save those denom- 
inated contraband of war: "Wherefore 
It is of the usmost Importance also to 
neutral nations that wars be concluded 
with formal declaration of peace. 

In the preparation of a treaty, ne- 
gotiations are usually carried on by a 
regular agent or by a special commis- 
sioner or plenipotentiary, tfhe treaties 
not valid until ratified, and ratifi- 
cation Is sometimes withheld. Treaty 
for settlement of war is a very delicate 
matter, and the sovereign state or the

ruler may reserve the right of accept- 
once or proposed terms. 

As is well known, presently plenipo- 
tentiaries from the two great nations 
now at war, are to meet in this country, 
to discuss peace terms. M. Muravieff, 
Russian ambassador to Italy, is to bead 
the delegation from his nation; asso- 
ciated with him Is Baron Rosen, the new 
Russian ambassador to the United 
States. Japan will have Takahlra, Jap- 
anese minister to the United States, 
to look after her interest*; and Baron 
Komura, formerly representing bis 
country in Raesia, Is to take part in the 
negotiations. 

M Muravieff is a distinguished diplo- 
mat and public man. Several years ago 
be served as a secretary of state at St. 
Petersburg, sad 11 years ago was ap- 
pointed president of the criminal section 
at the senate, the blgbce* court la Rum 
sea. In ls»6 be beoajse auiuisUr of

faires at Tokio, and was minister to 
Japan from 1903 to the breaking out of 
the war. Whilst representative of the 
czar at the mikado's court, he sent re- 
ports to his government of the active 
preparations for war progressing in 
Japan against Russia; but no heed was 
paid to his warning. He is a very dis- 
tinguished diplomat, an expert on east- 
ern affairs. Baron Rosen is a high dig- 
nitary — a state councillor, a chamber- 
lain of the imperial court, and aknlgh* 
of three orders— St. Vladimir, St. Ann 
and St. Stanislaus. 

Baron Komura in the past was criti- 
cised in his own land as having leanings 
toward Russia, and over In RuRsia Bar- 
on Rosen was looked upon with pro- 
Japanese feelings. (The two may he 
able to add to ready and amicable ad- 
justment of matters at the peace confer- 
ence.) Baron Komura was Japanese 
minister to the United States prior 
Takahlra. He is a graduate of Harvard 
law school, and It was in this country 
he received his early training for official 
life. He has made a name for himself 
in various services for Japan; did not 
hie work as secretary of the legation 
Peking just before the outbreak of the 
Cliino-Japanese war; after rhe war he 
was civil governor of the captured prov- 
ince of Antung; was minister to Korea;

Kogoran Takahlra has been minister 
to this country since 1900, and it was In 
the United States he began his diplomat- 
ic career, back in 1876, serving as at- 
tache at Washington. To-day he is 
looked upon as one of Japan's most ablo 
diplomats, a man of tact, dignity, and 
experience. It is said that the services 
of Minister Takahlra Just at this time 
are particularly valuable, because of his 
accurate knowledge of the Russian peo- 
ple. 

He is a man of middle age, a man of 
ability and culture. He reads English, 
German, French and Chinese. The min- 
ister's manners are polished, his attitude 
alert. He bears no title, but la a descend- 
ant of the Samurai of "Old Japan," tboss 
fuedal lords whose two awords bespoka 
their aristocracy. This descendant of 
the Samuvral believes In modern prog- 
ress. In an Interview granted a repre- 
sentative of the World's Work, he de- 
clares: "The Japanese believe that the 
pen Is greater thau all the civilization 
represented by the sword. Education 
and literature were the keynotes in the 



est service rendered Japan by the Unit- 
ed 8tatea, he replied: "It was the Unit- 
ed State* represented by Commodore 
Perry, that opened the empire of Japan. 
No other nation but an Anglo-Saxon na- 
tion could have done it so well— so au- 
spiciously— for there is no civilisation 
like the Anglo Saxon olvlllssUon." 

Takahlra baa served bis country In 
the following posts: That of charge 
d'affaires of the legation at Washington, 
chief of the political bureau of the Jap- 
anese foreign offloe, consul general at 
New York, resident minister to Den- 
mark and to Holland, minister to Italy, 
to Austria sad to awitsertand, vice min- 
later for foreign affairs, minister to the 
United States.

SCARCITY OF STURGEON. 

There Has Been a Change in the Poto- 
mac River in Last F»w

were as common iu the Potomac
